Nor can we, nor ought we indeed to forpet the deluge 
of Chriſtian Blood ſhed in our Neighttourhood ; the C- 
ſolations of Countries, Towrs and ' Ciries, by firings, 
plunderings, and crucl exaQting of Contriburions, by Ty: 
rants and their Mercenary Inſtruments, and by Treachery 
and Clandefiine Purchaſes. Unro this add, ( what rhe 
Merchants of England cannot bur remember ) their loſſes 
by Sea, by Pyracies and Privateers. 

No man living ever knew, nor can Colle& from HKiſto- 
ry, the High-wzys ſo much infeſted by Robbers, in(o- 
jenrly domineerin:, to the Terror and Amazemenr of all 
Travellers, Frequent Houſe-breakings, cauſing Terror 
and Amazerment to al) perſons in general ; no man promi- 
fing himſelf Securicy or Peace in- his own Habjiration. 
Clippers and Coiners, of falſe Mony abounding more than 
ever; and chough rhe Gallows, and places of Execution, 
yielded a more plentiful Harveſt than was ever before 
known, yer fignifted lictle more, than cutring off che H 
4r2's Head ro make way for more to grow up. 

I muſt add, the unſeaſonableneſs of rhe Weather, ard 
zntemperance of the Air, ar ſomerimes hindering the due 
ripening of Corn, and other Fruits of the Earth, at 
other timzs deſtroying them in che Bloom, by Blaſts and 
Blires, the confſtane effeQs of the aforenamed Aſpetts. 
Bur I muſt ſhur up this too prolix Diſcourſe, and come 
briefly to conſider of this years Obſervations,

Tapiter and Mars are both in the midheaven, all the reft 
of the Planets are under the Earth, the Moon in the 
Eiſtern Angle, near her rifing. We have the Sun lately 
paſt the partile Conjuntion of Saturn, and not far ſepara- 
ed, Its probable he will deal us ſtore of Clouds and dark 
Weather, Rain, in ſome places Snow , and ſome hard 
Froſt their influence may afford us, and the degree where- 
in it falls ſeems to ſecond jr, The Aſpe is accompanied 
vichan Oppoſicion of Mars and Venus, famous for rs ef- 
feds, and brings an Apertio portarum, that's It's Chareder, 
that it opens the tlaod-gares of Heaven, and provably ir 
may produce ſome extremity of Weather, and in ſome 
places Floods, eſpecially about the New Moon followiag.
